The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Poston as 
set forth in the previous rejection. 

The first vegetation holder is seen holding the flower at the top of the handle 
cover portion in Fig. 5 and the second is the planar surface surrounding the handle 
cover portion, i.e. the top surface of the working portion cover, which is capable of 
receiving any desired element thereon to serve to hold it there. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Poston, 
as applied supra , in view of Kent as applied in the previous rejection. 

Regarding the term "hide the appearance", any alteration will serve to hide the 
appearance as this is varies merely in the eyes of the observer. 

The benefit claim filed on November 15, 2004 was not entered because the 
required reference was not timely filed within the time period set forth in 37 CFR 
1, 78(a)(2) or (a)(5). If the application is an application filed under 35 U.S.C. 111(a) on 
or after November 29, 2000, the reference to the prior application must be submitted 
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during the pendency of the application and within the later of four months from the 
actual filing date of the application or sixteen months from the filing date of the prior 
application. If the application is a nonprovisional application which entered the national 
stage from an international application filed on or after November 29, 2000, after 
compliance with 35 U.S.C, 371, the reference to the prior application must be made 
during the pendency of the application and within the later of four months from the date 
on which the national stage commenced under 35 U.S.C. 371(b) or (f) or sixteen 
months from the filing date of the prior application. See 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2)(ii) and 
(a)(5)(ii). If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 120 a new oath in conformance 
with the above is also required based upon a previously filed application, applicant must 
file a petition for an unintentionally delayed benefit claim under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(3) or 
(a)(6). The petition must be accompanied by: (1) the reference required by 35 U.S.C. 
120 or 119(e) and 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) or (a)(5) to the prior application (unless previously 
submitted); (2) a surcharge under 37 CFR 1.1 7(t); and (3) a statement that the entire 
delay between the date the claim was due under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(2) or (a)(5) and the 
date the claim was filed was unintentional. The Director may require additional 
information where there is a question whether the delay was unintentional. The petition 
should be addressed to: Mail Stop Petition, Commissioner for Patents, P.O. Box 1450, 
Alexandria, Virginia 22313-1450. 

Claims 13-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
